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THE annual inspection of the Government Soldier’s 
Home at Washington, was made this year by Gen- 
eral Davis, a short while before his retirement. In 
view of the large circulation which the report on 
this inspection has, General Davis was naturally 
anxious to have one trial at it, and hence made the 
report a month or two earlier than usual. 








ReaR ADMIRAL Francis A. Rog, U. S. N., who 
was retired from active service, October 4, entered 
the Navy in 1841 from his native State, New York, 
and during his service of forty-four years has placed 
himself on record as a most efficient and energetic 
officer. During the war he saw a great deal of 
service and participated in numerous engagements. 
He has been succeeded as Governor of the Naval 
Asylum at Philadelphia by Commodore Banorort- 
GHERARDI. 








Last week in conversing with a bigh official of 
the War Department, the President stated that in 
making appointments in the Army, during 
his administration, he would have to be gov- 
erned by some general rule, and that the 
tule of seniority seemed to him the most just. The 
appointment of General Barrp, Inspector-General, 
was only made after long consideration, and because, 
as the President stated, though he was junior accord- 
ing to the Register, he had been longest in service 
and would occupy the position for a much shorter 
period than would fall to Colonel Jones, this 
being the only case of the kind in the Army, as 
he was informed. 








On his return from Rock Springs, Wyoming, Gen- 
eral SCHOFIELD advocated a proclamation of martial 
law to cover the troublesome mining region. He 
states that there is no danger of any harm to the 
Chinese m‘ners as long as the troops are present to 
protect them. If they should be removed, however, 
there is no doubt that the rioters will murder them. 
The Knights of Labor have a most complete organ- 
ization extending over the entire country, and in 
the extreme Northwest, where there is competition 
from the Chinese labor, the boycotting of the China- 
men has already begun. It is only a question of 
time when the dominant spirit of socialism and the 
arrogance and spirit of dictation, governing the la- 
bor organizations, will precipitate a bloody fight 
with capital. Every Sunday afternoon on the lake 
front in Chicago, almost directly opposite the Pull- 
man Building, containing Army Headquarters, a 
meeting of Socialists is held openly advocating riot, 
plunder, and bloodshed. 








THE United Service Gazette says: ‘‘It would, in 
the present state of this industry in the North, be a 
boon to the skilled artisans of these regions to give 
them the opportunity of turning out a few ironclads. 
In the work of this class they have done for foreign 
Governments it has certainly been shown that ships of 
any size and type ean be produced in private yards 
more rapidly and cheaply than in the Government 
dockyards. The admission of this fact carries no 
disparagement to our dockyards, for it mainly arises 
from the custom of detaching artisans from the 
ships in process of building to those in need of ur- 
gent repairs. Such interruptions do not occur in 
private firms, and hence the rapid and cheaper re- 
sults. The work of repairing and refitting a fleet 


such as England should possess would furnish ample 
employment to our dockyards as at present consti- 
tuted, and if the incipient intention now possessed 
by the authorities is fully developed and carried 
out, the country will no longer have to wait three 
or four years for an additional ironclad or two to 
their fleet. It would be instructive to our Admiralty 
to review the state of the Federal Navy at the be- 
ginning of the struggle with the Southern States, 
and to follow the history of that navy to the con- 
clusion of the war. It affords a valuable lesson to 
all maritime countries, and especially so to Eng- 
land.” It would be equally instructive for us to 
turn over a leaf in this chapter of our experience in 
building up a navy. 





In the report of the Secretary of the Navy of last 
December, and in the accompanying report of the 
Advisory Board, dated Nov. 7, the discussion of the 
designs of the proposed additional cruisers included 
a reference to the fact that limitation in size was 
forced upon the designers by the dimensions of the 
dry docks at the Navy-yards on the Atlantic Coast 
and also to the additional fact, that no one of them 
could contain a first-class ironclad. It is humiliat- 
ing to be obliged to admit that the size and efficiency 
of the vessels of our new Navy are to be so seriously 
affected by the meagreness of the dimensions of the 
Government dry docks, but it is, nevertheless, true, 
and should show how important a consideration this 
matter is as a part of either the gradual or imme- 
diate reconstruction of the Navy. The necessity 
for an additional number, as well as increase of size 
in our dry docks, is still further demonstrated by 
the class of vessels now building and proposed to be 
built. With a single exception they are unsheathed 
and will require periodical docking for cleaning and 
painting; both the speed of the vessel and the proper 
preservation of the bottom depending upon this. 
At present there are but three dry docks belonging 
to the Government on the whole Atlantic Coast; 
they are not in the best condition, all are of com- 
paratively small dimensions, and, as an essential 
portion of our repairing plant most necessary in a 
defensive war, far from being satisfactory or com- 
plete. As progressive ideas are now extant and a 
general forward movement looked for all along the 
line of naval affairs with the present administra- 
tion, it 1s hoped that this matter will receive the 
consideration it needs and be strongly urged upon 
the attention of Congress this coming winter. 








THE Adjutant General of the Army contemplates 
establishing a new division in his office. Its title 
has not yet been determined upon, nor its duties 
fully defined, but its general object will be similar 
to that of the office of Naval Intelligence of the 
Navy Department. At present the purpose is to 
secure the appointment of several clerks who are 
familiar with nautical matters, coast defences, etc. 
With this end in view, Lieutenant WM. H. BEEHLER, 
of the office of Naval Intelligence, Lieutenant JoHN 
F. Meigs, of the Navigation Bureau, and Mr. OLIVER | 
W. LoGan, of the War Department, in obedience to 
the request of the Adjutant General, convened at 
the rooms of the Civil Service Commission, Oct. 9, 
and examined candidates for appointment to first 
class clerkships in the office of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral. These clerks, three or four of whom will be 
appointed, will be assigned to duty in the reserva- 
tion division. Their duties will be to collect inform- 











ation concerning the coast defences and interior 


topography of the harbors of Central America, New 
Mexico, Cuba, Canada, and probably one or two 
other countries. These clerks will form a nucleus 
for the Intelligence Bureau when the suitable time 
arrives for its formation. Probably an Army offi- 
eer, well qualified for the purpose, will eventually be 
placed at the head of the office and other officers 
will be sent abroad as attaches of our Legations, to 
collect such information as would be useful in the 
evens of our Government being called to war with 
any other nation. What is most desired is to 
have some accurate knowledge of the surroundings 
of the harbors an expedition would have to enter 
in order to reach a hostile army. The intention is 
to carry on the bureau work in unison with the offi- 
cer of Naval Intelligence. It is thought that some of 
the honorably discharged Naval Academy graduates 
will get the clerkships referred to, as many of them 
are candidates. Their training peculiarly fits them 
for the work and they are well prepared to undergo 
the examination. 








THE Army and Navy Gazette says: ‘‘ Whoever 
arranged the official itinerary for the autumn cruise 
of the Channel Squadron can have had little care 
for the welfare and comfort of the ship’s companies, ~ 
or else is of opinion that Jack may as well be made 
to do as much work for his pay on the seventh as on 
other days of the week. Onno less than four out 
of five Sundays the fleet is to be either weighing or 
coming-to at the different ports visited—probably 
mooring or unmooring into the bargain. This means 
the best part of the day of rest (?) disturbed by 
hauling about chain-cables, washing down muddy 
decks, getting ready for sea, or off steaming-covers, 
etc. The arrangement could easily be altered ; one 
day more at Lough Swilly and a little longer stay 
at some of the other places would obviate the neces- 
sity for working on a Sunday at all, and the return 
of the Squadron by the last week in October fitted 
in all the same.” We have received a similar sug- 
gestion from a correspondent who writes on the sub 
ject of unnecessary employment on Sunday, calls at- 
tention to the half-holiday movement, which during 
the past year has received the approval of so many 
employers representing different occupations, and 
asks why it should be confined to civil life. He 
says : 

i should the Army alone have no holiday? Sunday, 
which in civil life has become the recognized holiday of the 


working classes, is in reality the hardest day in the week for 
the enlisted men in the Army. Guard duty cannot be a 


ished on that 

Like the ng of the that m be an 
endless chain of on. and those who happen to 
be warned for gua on Saturday, for e fol- 
lowing day, must submit with a gees grace. That is as it 
should be. But why have the weekly inspection on Sunday? 
Saturday night must be employed by soldiers in cleaning 
up arms and accoutrements, po ng buttons, repairing the 
wear and tear of the week, and preparing , qenesesy for the 
inspection on Sunday morning. Instead a holiday, ora 
day of rest, the Sabbath is the day of all others most dreaded 
in the Service. Parade in the evening prevents any prolo’ 
absence from the post, and, yg it is a continuation 
of an — obsolete custom, sired by “ fuss" and damned by 
“ feathers.” 

Why not give the soldier a little freedom from work? Why 
not relieve his galled neck from the collar of the mili 
harness for one day in the week? Instead of Sunday morn- 
ing inspection, omit one drill in the week and let the ii 
tion take its place. In no army on the face of the globe is 
so much duty expected and exacted on Sunday as in ours. 
Many officers think it would bea benefit to the men in every 
sense to give them a holiday on Sunday. There are some 
old fogies, itis true, who say: ‘“ The more duty, the better, 
it keeps the men out of mischief and prevents drunkenness.” 
But such sentiments, and the enforcement of them, 
are what degrades the soldier, not only in his owa eyes, but 
in the eyes of the outside world. 

Every mechanic in civil hfe has his holiday on Sunday. It 
has been the subject of much commiseration that the car 
drivers and some few others have to work on thatday. In 
their cases there is some excuse for the labor in the neces- 
sity for it, while in the soldier's case there is none, The 
caly excuse for it is that it is **a custom of service.” Well, 
no one can deny that, but it was too a custom 0 to 
flog men. It would not do to attempt to revive that brutal 
eustom. It is only a —_ of time when some of the 
nonsensical, useless, and absurd doings in the Army will have 
to go by the board. 
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THE SPANISH ARMY. 


ALL Spaniards, except those exempted 
by law or excused by authority, owe 
military service for a period of twelve 
years, beginning at the age of twenty. 
The new system was intended to yield 
a force of 400,000 men; butit is expected 
that the completely developed organi- 
zation will have a field effective of 
306,327 men in the active Army and 295,- 
028 in the reserve, making a total of 
601,355 men. This is without counting 
local station forces, either active or re- 
verse. 

The Army of operations, if fully de- 
veloped, would comprise eighteen divi- 
sions of infantry, divided into nine 
Army corps. With eight battalions 
each, these divisions would absorb 144 
battalions. The nine regiments of field 
or mountain artillery would be distrib- 
uted through the eighteen divisions of 
the Army, each divisionary group com- 
prising three batteries and one ammu- 
nition train. The three regiments of 
heavy artillery would be distributed 
each to three Army corps. Each group 
of corps artillery would thus comprise 
two batteries of nine pieces and a part 
of an ammunition train. 

Eighteen regiments of cavalry would 
be assigned two by two to the nine 
Army corps. One of these remaining 
together in each corps would constitute 
the corps cavalry; the other, distribu- 
ted among the two divisions, would 
form for each of them two squadrons 
of divisionary cavalry. Outside of the 
Army corps there would be six regi- 
ments left for special service. 

The Engineer Corps would assign one of its com- 
panies for each division and then have fourteen le/t 
for fortifications, and so on. The pontoon trains, 
the railway battalions, and the telegraph corps are 
assigned wherever they are needed. 

Under these arrangements an infantry division 
would comprise eight battalions of infantry; from 
three to four batteries of field or mountain artillery, 
two or three squdrons of cavalry, one engineer com- 
pany, one ammunition train, and the staff and sani- 
tary service. 

Only one army corps is actually formed thus far. 
It is called the Northern Corps, and contains one ad- 
vance brigade of six battalions of chasseurs; two 
divisions of infantry, each of four regiments, each 
comprising two battalions ; one regiment of cavalry; 
a reserve brigade of two regiments of infantry, two 
field batteries and five mountain batteries, and one 
regiment of cavalry for headquarters. 

Besides her continental forces, Spain keeps three 
armies for Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philippines, 
The artillery of all is taken from peninsular regi- 
ments. The infantry and cavalry of the Philippines 
are recruited among the natives, and those of Cuba 
and Porto Rico partly in the islands and partly m 
Spain, reinforced by regular regiments when neces- 
sary. The total force for the Philippines is 8.256 
men, that for Porto Rico 3,176, while the force for 
Cuba has of late been undergoing reductions which 
leave it at 22,457. It was at one time fixed at 33,660. 
The budget of 1884-5 provides for 93,688 men in

Secretary Endicott, who is one of the most polite, 
affable, and, apparently, easy going Secretaries of 
War we have ever had, 1s, at the same time, one of 
the most resolute. This fact explains his action this 
week in refusing to make exceptions in the cases of 
certain aides, who were affected by his recent order 
making the tour of detached service four years. 
Nearly every Division and Department Commander 
asked to bave an exception made in the case of one 
or more of their aides. General Schofield submitted 
a long argument protesting against the order, in 
which he held that the law which gave the General 
officer the right to select his own aide, gave him an 
equal right to keep him as long as he desired. The 
Secretary of War not replied to his argument, 
further than to notify General Schofield, as he did 
the other officers who desired to retain their aides, 
that no exceptions would be made. To Gen. Sheri- 
dan he has not yet made any answer. One of the 
most difficult cases to give a negative answer to was 
that of Lieut. Sladen, of General Howard’s staff. 
The loss of a limb almost entirely unfits him for 
duty with his regiment, while as an aide he could 
render very efficient service. The Secretary was 
inclined to make an exception in this case at first, 
but finally concluded that, if he was not able to per- 
form his regular duties he should be retired, and

Can it possibly be that_the companies of 
Grant and Farragut, Sherman and Porter, Sheridan 
and Rowan are unfit associates for the Vanderbilts, 
Astors, Goulds, and Fields? Are the brother officers 
of men, who have tought and died for their country, 
unworthy to enter the houses of money-grabbers 
and R. i. wreckers. If so, our country must be 
strangely degraded; if so, let us substitute the «olden 
cuf for the eagle as the national emblem and pro- 
claim to the world that we have sold ourselves to 
gold and to gold alone. ‘* REGULAR.” 








THE MANDERSON BILL. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal ? 

Tue effort made during last winter in the shape of 
a petition to Congress in favor of the passage of 
what is known as the Manderscn bill (S. 2442), met 
with such general favor, that it would seem to be the 
measure which would meet with unanimity among 
officers of the Infantry arm of the Service, ina 
greater degréé thaii any other plan per Ajlarge 
number of Infantry officers signed the petition and 
many officers of other arms of the Service approved 
of it. 

Now that the matter has again been brought for- 
ward it is hoped that Senator Manderson on his re- 
turn from bis Western trip will be encouraged to 
press his bill forward, feeling assured that a majority 
of officers of Infantry look to its success as about 
the only hope they have that their long and ardu- 
ous servites in suborditiate grades will meet at last 
with legitimate reward. 

The merits of this bill are too well-Kuowt to need 
argument. Being a moderate measure, doing injus- 
tive to none, and justice to many, it cannot fail to 
commend itself to all. The fact that the Cavalry 
and Artillery have now three majors is a strong ar- 
gument in its favor, and that the Infantry arm 
should also be capable of expansion to a three bat- 
talion organization bas received approbation from 
high authority. 

t has been complained that detachments or small 
posts under the command of thesenior captain bave 
a tendency to be administered in the interest of the 
company having the senior officer. Whether this 
complaint 1s well founded or not, by the addition of 
more field officers we shall have the means of con- 
verting it by placing one of them in command. | 

It has also occurred that the services of captains 

have been required for other responsible duties 
apart from their companies. This would be the less 
necessary as it may be possible to select from the 
officers promoted, al! that might be required for 
such duties. : 
As a pure measure of relief it should commend it- 
self to attention. It should be recollected that on 
the reorganization of the Army in 1869, the Infantry 
arm bore the greater portion of the reduction of the 
Army, and on that account alone some effort should 
be made to restore to Infantry officers those advan- 
tages in promotion which were then lost to them. 
By the passage of the Manderson bill, Congress cau 
give promotion to fifty of the ranking captains of 
the Infantry, who if no reduction had taken place, 
would have been prumoted rany years ago, This 
measure will merely accele: ate their promotion to a 
rank they will eventually fill, and as all of them have 
meritorious records for services during the War of 
the Rebellion it must be owned that their promotion 
is fairly earned. ’ ; 
By the passage of this bill fifty Ist lieutenants 
would also take rank as captains. Supposing that 1t 
took effect at the present time they would be dis- 
tributed among the regiments in the following pro- 
portions: 

Regiments of Infantry—2d, 3; 3d, 2; 4th, 2; 5th, 1. 
Gth, 2; 7th, 4; 8th, 3; 9th, 1; 10th, 2; lth, 4; 12th, 3; 
13th, 1; 14th, 1; 15th, 1; 16th, 2; 18th, 2; 19th, 4; 20th; 
2; 2st, 2; 22d, 3; 23d, 3; 25th, 2. 

As gill of these officers have served in their grades 
many years, and the greater number have excellepvt 
records for services, during the War of the Rebellion 
and for frontier service, it cannot but be for the in- 
terests of the Service that they should receive pro- 
motion. The same can be said of the 2d lieutevants 
to be promoted in their places, all of whom have 
fairly earned an increase of rank. : 
If the present excellent system of retiring officers 
for disability from the higher grades, and selecticn 
for staff of line officers (as in the recent case of selec- 
tion for A. Q. M.) 1s continued, it may readily besup- 
posed after the present stagnation in promotion hus 
assed away by the passage of this bill, that we shall 
= no need of any further legislation. Officers 1n 
inferior health, of ages which preclude their attain- 
ing higher rank, will seek retirement, having reach p 
a grade which will insure them a retired pay equal 
to that they now receive—a regard for the interests 
of their families preventing their seeking retirement 
as captains. ‘To encourage thistendency 4 modifica- 
tion of the existing law so as to make it more practi 
eabie for officers to retire after 30 years’ service, 
would seem to be desirable and should receive early 
attention. As present, however, all interested should 
concentrate their efforts to aid the passage of the 
Manderson bill as a sure way to end their troubles.

Simeon Valley into the Stein’s Peak range, as was evidently 
their intention. Yesterday morning they were forced out 
of these mountains by the scouts aud troops, and driven into 
the Sulphur Spring Valley and their trail lost after dark. 
They have stolen sufficient stock to mount themselves well, 
and I am intormed this afternoon that they went into the 
Dragoon Mountains this forenoon. They probably killed 
two menin the Chiricahua Mouuvtains, and this in spite of 
every effort made to warn all citizens. Two companies of 
the 10th Cav., and Capt. Wood's troop of the 4th Cavalry are 
on their trail, and it is presumed Capt. Crawford, with his 
scouts, also. Everything possible for troops to do is being 
done to try and destroy the hostiles. Another despatch from 
Col. Bradley states that the railroad men say the Apaches 
—— the railroad west of Wilcox, Arizona, Oct 1, going 
north.

The 1st Class is to be instructed in the location and 
construction of hasty intrenchments for infantry, in 
reconnaissances on foot with the compass and hand 
jevel, in the selection of sites for batveries and the 
construction of the batteries with their revetments 
and platforms, in the plaving and defence of ob- 
structions on roads, in the selection of a site for a 
redoubt, and in tracing and profiling the same. For 
the purpose of the instruction it is a that a 
force of about 5,000 men, composed of five regiments 
of infantry, two batteries of artillery, one battery of 
Gatlings, and four troops of cavalry, has arrived at 
West Point with orders to defend the post agaiust 
anenemy of equalor greater numbers advancing 
upthe west bank of the Hudson, under orders to 
seize the post. The problem is the proper placing of 
these troops, and the construction of hasty defences 
to hold the post: 

1 The posting of infantry and artillery behind the 
walls near the cross roads at Kingsley’s in order to 
defend that point. 

9. Reconnaissance with the compass and hand level 
of the ground wm rear of these cross roads as far as 
the line from Fort Putnam to the Cadet Hospital, 
with a view to selecting additional and stronger 
lines of defence. 

3. The definite location of these lines, the con- 
struction of the intrenchments for infantry and bat- 
teries for artillery, the use of revetments and plat- 
forms, the placing of obstructions of various kinds, 
and the defence of the same. 

4, The selection of a site for a redoubt for half a 
regiment and the tracing and profiling of the same. 

The course promises to be interesting and instruc- 
tive. 

The instruction of the 4th class in fencing and 
gymnastic exercises was commenced Oct.1.

AN ARIZONA ROMANCE. 


A WASHINGTON correspondent of the N. Y. World 
gives an account of what purports to be the expe- 
rience of ** Lieut. J. Hurd, of the Q. M. Depart- 
ment,” by which name it doubtless refers to Lieut. 
J.W. Heard, 3d Cavalry. It states that while at 
Fort Thomas, A. T., Lieut. Heard found that a con- 
tractor was cheating on a hay contract. The World 
says: 


He was accepting this hay without question until an asso- 
ciate officer who had been brought up on a farm said: 
“There are not 4,500 pounds of hay in any one of those loads. 
You are being swindled.”” Hurd investigated the loads and 
then, in order to detect the fraud, had a great spread of can- 
vas laid upon the ground and the hay dumped upon it. Then 
it was shaken out and forked off from the canvas. The re- 
sult showed in that one load 1,500 pounds of sand, for which 
the Government was paying $40aton! Hurd also discov- 
ered that the contractor was purchasing cOndemned harness 
from the Army authorities, and then, through a combina- 
tion with a dishonest sub-officer, he would exchange the 
condemned harness for new from the army stores. In this 
way the same sets of condemned harness were sold over and 
over again. The officer sought to have the contractor pun- 
ished. He put an end to his thieving, but the contractor 
still remained powerful through his connections with cer- 
tain superior officials. 


The contractor had a daughter whose husband 
quarrelled with her and whose father ill-treated her, 
and she appealed for advice to Lieutevant Hurd, to 
whom she had revealed her father’s crooked doings’ 
The World continues: 


The cotnractor hated his son-in-law, and if he could get 
ridofhim and Hurd at the same time a good day’s work 
would beaccomplished Hurd arrived at Pittsburg, called 
upon the persecuted lady and gave her advice to the best of 
his ability. Word had been passed around the town that he 
was to be killed during his visit, so there was quite a crowd 
down at the station to see him off. Hurd suspected nothing. 
No one offered to molest him as he passed through the 
crowd. He entered the car and took his seat and began to 
read anewspaper. Suddenly Smart appeared at one end of 
the car with a revolyerin his band. e called upon Hurd 
‘ocome out. The officer saw that the other end of the car was 
guarded. He instantly comprehended what was_ wanted 
and reached down into his valise for his revolver. He found 
that it had been stolen. A friendly Texan who sat by his

Brabbed this pistol and walked out. As he did so Smart 
erack him over the head with his revolver, driving bim 
fal upon his knees ou to the platform below.

Court, which was then in session. The Judge heard testi- 
mony in the case and acquitted the officer. It is now claimed 
that this trial was irregular and that it should have gone to a 
ury. Hurd has since been indicted by the Grand Jury of 
ttsbucgh, and his trial will come off in November or De- 
cember. He is a friend of Lieut. Chase, and has stood by 
him in his recent fight against Gev. Crook. This has brought 
down upon him the vengeance of the Army ring. They are 
seeking to have him tried by court-martial for the killing of 
Smart. It is said also that the contractor has sent $1.000 to 
Pittsburg to secure the prosecution and punishmeni of Hurd. 
Hurd’s friends are asking at the War Department that no 
action be taken by court-martial, that the case is one that 
must be settled by the civil authorities, and that the Army 
authorities have nothing to do with it. The whole story is 
one of pecular romance, and would make a very good skele- 
ton for a novel.

Groesbeck, 6th Infantry, who came here with the 
Chinese Consuls to assist them in their investigations 
of the recent killing of Chinamen by a mob of white 
miners, have returned to their post. The troops re- 
maining here are fully occupied in guarding mines 
and machinery and protecting the Chinese. It is 
not a pleasant duty, nor is Rock Springs especially 
desirable as an abiding place, and we shall all turn 
our backs upon it with no regret when the order 
comes to rejoin our posts. The troops here consist 
of the following organizations and officers: Lieut.- 
Col. H. L. Chipman, 7th Inf., commanding; Lieut.

THE NEXT CLASS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


On June 30, 1886, between seventy and eighty 
young gentlemen will have completed their arduous 
course of fonr years at the Military Academy at 
West Point and received from the proper authorities 
their graduation papers. Most, if not all, of these 
young men entered the Academy for the purpose of 
preparing theniselves for a military career. For this 
they have struggled manfully, and the result isa 
class greater in number and higher in class standing 
than any before known in the history of the insti- 
tution. It is creditabie to West Point, creditable to 
the class, and highly creditable to the country, that 
such an excellent showing should be made, but the 
question naturally arises what are we going to do 
with these young men? At the present time there 
are about 27 vacancies in the different regiments, 
including that which will follow Major Farns- 
worth’s resignation from the 8th Cavalry. In 
the cavalry there are 8: 31n the 3d, 2in the 8th (in- 
cluding oy Farnsworth), and one each in the 
4th, 7th, and 9th. There are twoin the Ist Artillery, 
and one each in the 4th and 5th. In the infantry 
there are 15, two each 1n the 9th, 15th, and 17th, and 
one each in the Ist, 5th, 12th, 13th, 16th, 19th, 20th, 
21st, and 24th. There are also two or three vacancies 
on the retired list. It is not likely there will be over 
eight or ten casualties during the next six or eight 
months, including the retirements under the 
sixty-four year law, which will swell the number 
of vacancies in the Army at theend of June next, 
to about 40. These vacancies will be filled by 
the graduates, but as the graduates will number 
perhaps eighty, what is to become of the young 
men for whom there will be no places? This is a 
vital question to them, to the Army, and the coun- 
try. it would be a bitter disappoimtment to the 
young men, after bearing themselves so well for 


four years to be relegated to civillife. The Army 
could not afford to lose this leaven of fresh, young, 


vigorous blood, nor can the country afford to be 
spending thousands of dollars every year for the 
purpose of keeping up un expensive establishment, 
to prepare young men for the responsible positions 
of officers forits Army, and at the very moment 
they have reached a point when the knowledge they 
have acquired can be made useful, discharge them 
with the endorsement “ notrequired ’’ opposite their 
names. Such a penny wise and pound foolish policy 
as this is absurd on its very face, especially when we 
take into consideration the undeniable fact, which 
is patent to everybody that knows anything about 
the Army at all, that there are at this time not less 
than 150 officers, who are by physical disability 
utterly unable to perform the duties of the offices 
which they hold. This, unfortunately, is not con- 
fined to any particular grade. It is found among 
lieutenants, captains, majors, lieutenant-colonels, 
colonels. And shall the names of generals be also 
written? 

What is the remedy for this condition of affairs? 
It is a self-evident fact that the 64 years’ retirement 
law isa dismal failure in providing the relief that 
was expected from it, When a compulsory retire- 
ment law was first urged, its advocates desired the 
limit to be fixed at 62 years, which is old enough. 
There are mighty few men who are 62 years of age 
who are fit for military my and these exceptions 
only go to prove the rule. The age would have been 
fixed at 62 but fortbe strenuous opposition of the 
friends of several officers who had other views for 
them. Instead of having exceptions made in the 
eases of their friends, they had the law amended to 
read 64 years in place of 62, and this is why a large 
number of the class of ’86 will have to be relegated 
to private life, because of the lack of vacancies for 
them in the Army. : 

The retirement Jaws as now written on the stat- 
ute books are simply ridiculous. They provide for 
retirement after thirty, forty and forty-five years’ 
service; for retirement at sixty-two and sixty-four 


years of age. Also for retirement for disability, but 
with aclause in this latter class that no officer, no 
matter whut his a, may be, can be retired if 
the list to which he would properly belong exceeds 
in number 400. 

The retirement laws ought to’ be expunged and an 
entirely new law should be framed that would meet 
what an experience of twenty years since the war 
a demonstrated to be the absolute need of the 

rmy. 

To the friends of the young gentlemen who expect 
places on the thirtieth of June next, the suggestion 
is Offered that they must be moving. They must 
work for themselves. Most, if not all, have friends 
in or out of Congress who will help them pass some 
measure that will be to the benefit of the cadets and 
the benefit of the country. They have not any too 
much time, for whatever is'to‘be done will have to be 
incorporated with the Army appropriation bill, which 
will be acted on atthe approaching session. If the 
cadets will work fora change of the law fixing the 
age of retirement at sixty-two instead of sixty-four, 
they are sure of the active support ofa e Dum- 
ber of officers who have waited and waited, while 
the voice of hope grew fainter and fainter until now 
it is almost dead to their ears. 








PAY OF NAVAL ENS IGNS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
THE assignment of the recent naval gradu- 


ates to the Line and Staff emphasizes with 
singular force the unfairness otf the present 
arrangement of a for ensigus, when it 
is remembered that those cadets who have 


been commissioned assistant engineers at once begin 
to receive a salary $500 greater than their classmates 
in the Line, (although — in rank), and what is 
still more remarkable of every ensign in the Navy 
notwithstandinz many of the ensig®s were graduated 
twoand three years before these gentlemen even en- 
tered the Academy. 

The injustice of this is so obvious that no one dis- 
posed to fairness and impartiality will seek to justify 
it by the superficial but frequent argument that 
time, and a quicker promotion in the Line, will in 
the end equalize the differences that exist now. 

The most eloquent appeal for reform is the mere 
statement of facts, and the following is commended 
to the consideration of the professor at large, and to 
the Naval Committee in particular, in the hope that 
it will be the means of inducing Congress to re-ar- 
range this portion of the pay table on a more equit- 
able basis. 

The Navy Register for 1885 shows that:

In civillife the criterion of a man’s influencein an 
given establishment is his salary. Why should it 
not be sointhe Navy? Andsurely no one acquainted 
with the facts will argue that it is, for the duties of 
ensigns, if nothing vlse, demand a compensation 
equivalent to that of their brothers in the Staff. The 
majority of the officers of this grade, now at sea in 
cruising vessels, are doing lieutenant’s duty as watch 
and division officers. A few command Coast Survey 
vessels. Others are employed scientifically afloat 
and ashore in positions of much importance and re- 
sponsibility. 

But we have another claim to beheard and it is 
se cos strong. 

Our length of service entitles us to an increased 

pay. If there were a steady flow of promotion the 
cloud would not seem so dark, but the block is hard 
and fast and unless there is a radical change it will 
be years more before many of us attain to even so 
much pay as that least now allowed to the Staff 
Corps. There is not a httle humiliation in the re- 
flection that we who have been in the Service from 
nine to thirteen years are forced to see every year 
new men from the Academy who are eight or ten 
years our juniors and with scarcely any professional 
experience, begin their duties in the Service with a 
salary 40 per cent. greater than our own. This state 
of affaiis is bad enough, but itis exaggerated by the 
fact that the man who enters the Navy to-morrow 
as a paymaster or a surgeon will at once receive a 
sea-salary nearly one-half in excess of the ensign 
who entered twelve years ago. 
The injustice pointed out in this letter is univers- 
ally admitted, and was universally neglected until 
Mr. Thomas attempted our relief last spring. From 
some cause his efforts failed, but when Copgress 
meets again we shall hope for better things. We 
ovly ask that our pay be increased to that of the 
officers of the same relative rank in the Staff Corps.

Under the provisions of the law and the Board’s 
instructions,requirmg a revision and reconsideration 
of all designs heretofore made, the Board had had 
under. con tion the following plans prepared 
by the Navy Department: General features of 3,600- 
ton vessel reeommended by the Naval Advisory 
Board; general plans of hull of 5,000-ton unarmored 
cruiser; of 3,100-ton cruiser prepared in accordance 
with the seneral features recommended by the 
Naval Advisory Board; of two 1,600-ton heavily 
armed gunboats prepared in accordance with the 

eneral features proposed by the Naval Advisory 

oard; of hull of- 1,700-ton gun vessel; of 800-ton 
gun vesset- red-in with the “general 
features proposed by the Naval Advisory Board; 
— plans of machinery of 1,700 and 800-ton gun 
vessel. 

The Board recommend that the speed over the 
measured mile for the several vessels proposed be 
‘under conditions'similar to those prescribed in the 
Department G. O., No. 314.” It is proposed that the 
two 8 in. guns for the larger cruisers should be 
mounted on central pivot carriages amidsbips at 
the extremities of the central superstructure about 
50 feet from the stem aud stern res ectively. The 
gun carriage to support a segmental shield 2 inches 
thick and each gun 1s to be enclosed by a light struc- 
ture whose supports, when ready for action, inter- 
rupt the continuous train of 250 at but two points. 
The eight 6-inch guns should be mounted within the 
superstructure on central pivot carriages supporting 
segamental shields. One gun should be mounted at 
each angle of the superstructure with a train of 9 
across the line of keel and the usual train on the 
broadside. The broadside guns should be mounted in 
slightly projecting sponsons. The guns of the secon4- 
ary battery should be mounted on the upper deck, 
without protection by armor, other-than a light 
shield on the gun. Four guns of the 1,600 ton gun- 
boat mounted on sponsons, one on each side at the 
break of the forecastle, and one on eavh side at the 
break of the poem. The guus on the main deck 
should be in slightly projecting sponsons, and all of 
these guns should have segment steel shields two in- 
ehes thick. 

They recommend: “If itcan be conveniently ar- 
ranged, a small donkey boiler of about 30 square 
feet of grate surface should be provided for the 
larger cruisers of sufficient capacity to supply steam 
to one of the large pumps and other auxiliary ma 
chinery. The most ample means should be provided 
for the air to the fire rooms, both under natural and 
forced draught. Throughout the machinery and 
boilers in all their details the most improved and 
modern methods and materials should be employed 
in the designs and demanded 1n the construction. 

The watertight subdivisions of the 1,600 ton vessel 
should be the most minute consistent with conven- 
ient stowage, and coffer dams should be fitted as an 
additional safeguara to all engine and boiler hatches 
and magazine trunks. The engines and boilers 
should be designed with special reference to obtain- 
ing the maximum advantage from the use of forced 
draught. The Board say: 

The boilers should be arranged longitudinally, in pairs 

back to back, each pair in a watertight compartment, the 
athwartship bulkhead separating the two compartments to 
divide the uptakes, which join above in one fixed smoke 
pipe. The most ample means should be provided for the 
supply of air to the fire room, both under natural and forced 
draught, Throughout the machinery and boilers m all their 
details the most improved and modern methods and mater- 
ials should be em eee in the design and demanded in the 
construction. A light watertight steel deck, about 3 inches 
thick, should cover the engine and boiler compartments, 
being slightly above the load water line amidships and about 
24 feet below it at the sides, A strake of 30 pound side plat- 
ing, 2 feet wide, should be worked at the water line 
throughout the engine and boiler spaces. The watertight 
subdivision of the vessel should be the most minute, consist- 
eut with suitable convenience of stowage, and coffer dams 
should be_ fitted. as an _ additional safeguard to all 
engine and boiler hatches and magazine trunks. 
The vessel shouli be rigged as a barkentine with- 
out head booms, providing a plain sail area of about 
5,000 square feet. The capacity of the coal spaces should be 
sufficient to stow 160 tons of coal, and provisions should be 
carried for 100 men for 90 days, and other stores should be 
strictly limited to the requirements of the Service. 
The engines and boilers should be designed with special 
reference to obtaining the maximum advantage from the 
use of forced draught, which should enable them to develop 
about 1,300 I. H. P. for four consecutive hours, using tne 
best quality of semi-bituminous coal selected especially for 
the purpose. The engines should be of horizontal two cy- 
linder compound back-acting type, and be contained in oae 
water-tight compartment beneath the water-tight deck. 
‘There should be cylindrical boilers about 8 feet 6 in diame- 
ter, containing an aggregate effective grate surtace of at 
least 90 square feet, and a total heating surface of at least 
2,700 feet, and designed to carry a working pressure of 100 
pounds per squareinch. The most complete arrangements 
should be made for the supply of air to the fire room, both 
under natural and forced draught. Throughout the ma- 
chinery and boilers, in all their details, the most improved 
and modern methods and materials should be employed in 
the design and demanded in the construction. The total 
weight of the steam machinery and all its appurtenances, 
including water in boilers and condensers, all fittings, tools, 
a Sey and stores, should not exceed 140 tons in 
weight, 


These recommendations are in addition to those 
contained in our synopsis of the report given last 
week. The Board say : 


It must not be forgotten that every ship is a compromise. 
Phenomenal qualities in one direction, imperatively demand 
great sacrifices in others. High speed, the ability to cover 
immense distances. under steam, heavy batteries, efficient 
protection to buoyancy and crew, excellent sailing power, 
large ammunition supply, are in their very nature incom- 
patible in one construction. The displacement being fixed, a 
certain percentage (about one-half) must be assigned to the 
hull and fittings ; the balance only is available for distribu- 
tion. According as this distribution is wisely made, just so 
far will the abip a high average of efficiency, and not 
an abnormal and one-sided development is the desideratum 
in a cruiser. In representing the main features of the ves- 
sels which it deems t suited to tue wants of the Service, 
and which may be constructed under the statute, the Board 
desires to state that it has only enterei into the considera- 
tion of such details as were absolutely necessary to deter- 
mine the correct amount and distrivucion of weights, etc., 
and to enable it to affirm that the ships recommended can be 
built to have the ified displacement, battery, speed, etc., 
and not to exceed in cost the amounts appropriated by Con-

APPOINTMENT BY RECORD. 


THE President has absolute discretion in the mat- 
ter of the selection of officers for the staff corps of the 
Army, and no fault is found with his recent exer- 
cise of this discretion, in view of the character of 
the officers selected. One of our correspondents in- 
forms us, however, that complaint is made, and, it 
seems to us, with justice, of the attempt made by a 
Washington paper to show that the officers passed 
over have been set aside because of their inferior 
records. In spite of the excellent standing of the 
Presidential appointees, and their special aptitude 
for the duties they are to discharge, it can hardly 
be seriously maintained that it was necessary to go 
down to the 48th captain of cavalry to find an offi- 
cer with a record which would justify his appoint- 
ment to the Inspector General’s Department. How- 
ever excellent the record of Major FaRNsworTa, 
the services of an officer who entered as an A. Q. 
M. in 1864 are not to be compared, for example, with 
those of CAMPBELL, who was Chief of Artillery to 
McDowELL’'s division, who gave the use of his shoul- 
der while most gallantly fighting his battery at An- 
tietam, and who has since the war filled many places 
calling for high professional abili.y and is now a 
second time instructorof ordnance and gunnery at 
Fort Monroe, sent back on account of his eminently 
practical acquaintance with the higher branches of 
his profession. Nor isit to be compared with that 
of RANDOLPH, captured with a broken leg in a gal- 
lant and desperate attempt to extricate his battery 
from the wreck of MILRoY’s command. Nor with 
the records of numerous others among the line offi- 
cers, over two hundred in number, who hold a higher 
relative rank on the list of captains than that of our 
new Assistant Inspector-General.

Recommendations are merely for his guidance ; he 
is at perfect liberty to disregard them, and all we 
can demand is that the selections shall not discredit 
the Service. 

This requirement has been more than met, and 
no one would think of criticising his action; but this 
superserviceable editor must set up a claim which, 
if admitted, becomes a severe and unjust reflection 
upon distinguished officers. The plain, practical 
facts are these: Major FARNSWORTH is indebted, 
apart from his long and faithful service, to Mr. 
CLEVELAND’s personal acquaintance with him when 
the latter was on duty in Buffalo and the President 
was Mayor of that city ; for FARNSWORTH is one of 
those genial, charming men who infallibly attract 
the respect and liking of all who are brought in 
contact with them. Not one unkind word or 
thought is meant for the fortunate applicants; sim- 
ply a rebuke to a journal which should have oppor- 
tunity to know better, and tact and brains enough 
to compliment a winner without an implied insult 
to the losers. 





THE annual estimates for the naval establishment 
were forwarded to the Secretary of the Treasury 
this week. In round figures they foot up to $32,- 
000,000, being $19,000,000 more than was appro- 
priated for the current fiscal year. Of this sum 
about $16,000,000 is intended for the increase 
of the Navy. Now that the report of the Board on 
additional vessels of war has been approved by the 
Secretary the question arises as to what the next 
move will be. The general impression is that Sec- 
retary WHITNEY will appoint a commission or hoard 
to supervise the work of preparing the detailed 
plans in accordance with the WALKER board recom- 
mendations. The bureaus will no doubt be called 
upon for assistance. Whether they will be given 
any further jurisdiction over the work is uncertain. 
The next question that presents itself is, who shall 
build the ships? It is not probable that they will 
be constructed in the Navy-yards, and the Attorney 
General’s interpretation of the law is not encour- 
aging to contractors. Congress provided an Advi- 
sory Board to take charge of the work of building 
the new vessels, and they are still in office, but at 
present without occupation as a board. The ques- 
tion arises as to what part they will oe allowed to 
take in completing the vessels they had in charge. 
If their supervision over them is merely nominal it

THE Army and Navy Gazette calls attention to 
the fact that gradually but surely the naval strength 
of Germany has increased during the last few years, 
until there can no longer be concealment of the fact 
that in any consideration of future Continental 
complications it must be accepted as a factor of con- 
siderable weight. So imperceptible almost has been 
its growth, that it required some threatening 
trouble, such as that with Spain, to bring home with 
full force to the great maritime Powers the advance 
that has been achieved. The difficulty with Spain has, 
however, in drawing aitention to the comparative 
strength of the two Powers afloat, revealed the fact 
that Germany is not only in a position to fight upon 
the seas, but probably with success, despite Spain’s 
numerical superiority in ships and nautical experi- 
ence. But many, if not most of the Spanish ships, 
both ironclads and smaller craft, cannot cope with 
the improved ships and ordnance of the day; her 
guns are of old pattern, mostly of small calibre, 
and the personnel is indifferently disciplined. On the 
other hand, the ships of Germany are generally of 
later date, well armed, well protected, of good 
speed, and manned by highly-trained men, with offi- 
cers second to none in proficiency. 








THE San Antonio Hapress of September 24, states 
that the General Court-martial in session at Fort 
Clark, Texas, trying certain officers on charges of 
gambling has suspended proceedings in order to ob- 
tain the opinion of the War Department as to its 
power over civilians, when called as witnesses, 
County Attorney Kraty having declined to testify 
and denied the right of the Court to compel him in 
the matter. It seems to us that the Court in this 
ease should have exercised its clear statutory as well 
as common law authority, and committed the offend- 
ing witness for conterapt, precisely as Surrogate 
Ro.iins, of the New York Probate Court, committed 
Becky JONES last year. We learn, however, that 
the Secretary of War holds to a different opinion, 
and that he has instructed the Court that they can- 
not compel a civilian witness to testify. While 
waiting to learn on what ground the opinion is 
based, we call attention to the fact that in 
the articles for the government of the Navy in 
the Revised Statutes, under the title ‘‘ Contempts of 
Court,” the 42d Article says: 

.Whenever any person refuses to give his evidence, or to 
give it in the manner provided by these articles, or prevari- 
cates, or behaves with contempt to the court, it shall be law- 
ful for the court to imprison him for any time not exceed- 
ing two months. 

Here is found a very good rule of action for a 
Court-martial in the Army. Congress has, how- 
ever, taken care that the power to compel a witness 
to testify shall be manifest, for Section 1202, Re- 
vised Statutes, reads as follows : 

Every Judge Advocate of a Court-martial shall have 
power to issue the like process to compel witnesses to appear 
and testify which courts of criminal jurisdiction within the 


State, Territory, or District, where such military courts shall 
be ordered to sit, may lawfully issue. 





THE settling of the Chicago on the ways may prove 
to be a very unfortunate affair. A ship never settles 
evenly and there is danger that the new cruiser may 
be badly ‘‘hogged.”

In a letter from Rastadt, a correspondent of the 
New York Times, “J, H. H.,”’ describes what strikes 
him mostin the life of the German Army, as illus- 
trated by what he has witnessed in that ancient 
town of Baden, famous for the treaty of peace signed 
on the 6th of March, 1714, and which ended the Span- 
ish war of succession, as well as for the secret con- 
vention of Dec.1, 1797, which gave to France the 
German fortresses on the Rhine. The marching of 
a regiment on the way to the drill ground first 
attracted his attention. ‘* The New York 7th or the 
Brooklyn 23d could not keep step more accurately 
or take such long and swinging strides. Every foot 
was lifted quickly 2nd just high enough, all heads 
were held up straight, the guns were evenly 
shouldered, and the battalion, as it marched down 
the street, reminded me of a coat of chain armor, 
all the links being closely knit and very strong, and 
yet the whole light and supple.” It will no doubt 
make Von Moltke a proud and happy man to learn 
that his German soldiers are found worthy of com- 
parison with the famous regiments of New York and 
Brooklyn. 

This correspondent was struck with the gymnastic 
training of the German Army and the close atten- 
tion given to individual training. The bayonet drill 
which also serves the purpose of gymnastic training, 
instead of being an affair of show on the part of the 
whole company, it is a veritable fencing match. 
The men are paired off, each couple fencing with 
their bayonets fixed as though they really wanted 
to kill each other. They wear masks, padded pro- 
tectors cover two-thirds of their body, and buttons 
are on the bayonet tips. The stride is 31}¢ inches 
and the cadence 112 per minute; that of an English 
soldier is 30 inches stride and 116 cadence; that in 
the United States is 28 inches stride and 90 cadence 
in common and 110in quick time. This shows that 
the German infantry would gain 48 inches every 
minute on the British and almost a mile every hour 
on the Americans. Even the French, who are no- 
toriously short legged, are ahead of us in both stride 
and cadence. 

The subalterns have full discretion at drill, and 
they may manage their educational course as they 
please, provided certain results are obtained within 
agiven time. The War Department at Berlin only 
look to results, and there is no general manual for 
the instruction of the men; no Upton’s Tactics to 
worry lieutenants intoan early grave. But thea 
any subaltern can be ordered into arrest for amonth 
by a colonel, and his general can pack him off toa 
fortress under strict arrest. When he comes out of 
arrest the officer is expected to pay a complimentary 
visit to the officer who reported him, and to the 
colonel or general who punished him. No hard 
feelings are permitted to ve outwardly harbored. 
Take it asa whole an officer’s lifein the German 
Service 1s not an easy one, and he must be a bright, 
active and intelligent officer who sacceeds in it. 








Tuer Pittsburg Gazette says: ‘‘Few persons who 
hear the notes of the reveille, as it is bugled out on 
the morning air at the Allegheny Arsenal ever think 
of the bugler, who is, probably without one excep- 
tion, the oldest soldier in the United States Service. 
He has served under the flag since Oct. 18, 1839. In 
that time he has fought in the armies in two wars 
beside being stationed for six years on the Western 
frontier. His name is Edward Quinn. He served 
through the Mexican War and the War of the Re- 
bellion.

Captain F. D. BALDWIN, 5th U. 8S. Infantry, on 
leave from the West, while in Detroit recently, was 
interviewed on the Indian question by the Evening 
Journal, and is reported as saying: “It ought not 
to be expected that it can be made inaday. The 
Indian must be taught to work to support himself, 
and he should get all he earns. Ido not believe at. 
all in the school at Carlisle, Penn. [t is too farad- 
vanced and not practical. I would never put a book 
in an Indian’s hands until he had learned to support 
himself.” Referring to this statement, in a private 
letter just received, Captain Baldwin says: “Iam 
not opposed to affording our Indians every opportu- 
nity to gain an education, but that every such effort 
should be madein the vicinity of their entire people, 
and we should commence with them at the foot of 
the ladder, and not at the head. Naturally indolent 
and opposed to all the arts of civilization, the re- 
sults can be anticipated, and in nine cases out of 
ten are realized when they are returned to their 
people from these schools. To wit, they willingly, 
or are forced by ridicule, to fall into their old habits 
—renewing their relationship and standing by be- 
coming even more vicious and worthless than their 
companions. With this explanation and what fol- 
lows during my conversation with the representa- 
tive of the JourNnAL, 1 think my position cannot be 
misconstrued.” 








LARGE crowds daily visit Camp Grant, Riverside 
Park, and Captain H. F. Brewerton, U. 8.

tery. 


Ricuarp McSuerry, M. D., who died at Balti- 
mere, Md., October 7, 1885, aged 69, was appointed 
an Assistant Surgeon, U.S. Army, August 21, 1838, 
served under General Taylor in the Seminole War, 
and resigne’ April 30, 1840. On the 22d of November, 
1843, he was appointed an Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. 
Navy, and served untal April 17, 1851, when he re 
signed. During his service in the Navy he made a 
cruise around the world in the famous frigate Old 
Tronsides. He also served as a surgeon to a battalion 
of marines under General Scott in Mexico.

OUR ARMY OF MARKSMEN. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE records of target practice in the Army show 
extraordinary proficiency in the art of range shoot- 
ing, and to the casual observer, or untutored mind, 
it doubtless appears wonderful that, nearly, the en- 
tire United States Army could attain such a high 
degree of marksmanship; but to those of us who 
are in the ring, and contribute our mite to the roll- 
ing up of this great record, such wonderment does 
not exist. To us the idea of standing up before this 
grand urmy of marksmen in actual encounter is not 
as appalling as it might be, ‘‘and things are not what 
they seem.” Now if we had as auxiliaries to our 
fighting force, together with a reasonably pacific 
enemy iv our front, a co of distance measurers 
and ht adjusters, the fire of some of our acci- 
dental marksmen might possibly be made effective. 
The publicity given to the partial result of target 
— ce in the Army is a deception to the public at 

. and calculated to mislead those whwu havea 
right to know the true status of affairs. To calla 
man a marksmun because he happens to make dur- 
ing the entire target season four scores, each of the 
required percentage, at the given ranges, is cer- 
tainly taking a very wide margin on the definition 
of the word, and much more latitude, I think, than 
would be indulged in outside of the Army. Most 
people consider a marksman a man who, under all 
circumstances and conditions, never fails to make a 

ood scere, and they, no doubt, credit the Army 
marksman to the full extent of their understanding 
of a real marksman's capabilities, but we know how 
grievously they are mistaken. 

Blunt has worked hard, but his system of classifi- 
cation is all wrong; it counts he | well, but the result, 
as shown on paper, is superficial and means nothing. 
It shows much better shooting in the Army than 
exists there, and, surely, that is not right. I will 
venture to say, that out of the number of marksmen 
reported on paper, not more than one-tenth are true 
marksmen, according to the common acceptation of 
the term, and there can be no doubt that such false 
showing should becorrected. Of course, the remedy 
lies in adopting a different system uf classification ; 
for instance, let each man fire a given number of 
shots at each range during the target season, calcu- 
late his percentage for each range for the different 
classes, and classify the man at the end of the season. 
Of course, this would eliminate the poetry and flirta- 
tion from the present method of classification, and 
bring things down to plain, rude, simple facts. The 
practice of permitti some men to fire a thousand 
shots or more, and limiting others to a compara- 
tively few, is pernicious, and if persisted in will de- 
feat the purpose of target practice. Every man 
should be required to fire the same number of shots 
at each e, and no more, and every shot fired 
should be a factor in establishing a man’s classifica- 
tion. Then, and not until then, will target practice 
in the Army be reduced to a substantial is, and a 
target report will become a lg from which sub- 
stantial information can be drawn. Some of m 
men who are not classed as marksmen are muc 
better, and more reliable, shots than some who have 
scratched the necessary scores to entitle them to 
that coveted and spurious distinction. I speak 
without the slightest degree of envy on this subject, 
for 1 have scratched a marksman's scores for the last 
three years, and no doubt will continue to do so, if 
the ammunition holds out. Why, last year I was a 
sharpshooter (of course, | mean an Army sharp- 
shooter); this year 1 did not shoot for it because I 
thought the time and e amount of ammunition I 
would necessarily have to use to accowplish it had 
much better be spent in improving the shooting of 
my men; besides, [ had grave doubts about being 
able to scratch in anyhow. I have heard that some 
of our crack shots actually go into training during 
the target season; for instance, they are very care- 
fulin regard to diet, permit nothing to keep them 
up late, abstain entirely from the use of strong or 
even mild liquor, and the mere mention of a segar 
would drive them immediately into a serious state 
of nervous excitement, poor things. There is no 
doubt but that that is the stuff of which to make 
good soldiers; for the over particular, in the matter 
of reduced diet, the Government might cut down 
the ration, and thereby train the men and makea 
saving at the same e. They used to say that 
good soldiers needed good fodder, but I guess that is 
an exploded idea. ; 

To return once more to the matter of classification. 
In case we lose a man, by reason of death, discharge, 
transfer, or desertion, who has qualified as sharp- 
shooter or marksman, we are uired to report him 
a sharpshooter or marksman, as the case may be, up 
to the end of the season. I see no object in this, ex- 
cept to pile up a largeand erroneous figure of merit; 
it’s like taking an account of stock, and including 
something you do not possess. How the Government 
is to derive any advantage by rating a dead mana 

hooter, or a marksman, certainly exceeds the 
power of penetration with which [am endowed. A 
map who ceases to be a member of an organization 
should surely cease to be counted for or inst the 
efficiency of that organization, either in target 
ractice or anything else, and only those who have 
red the required number of shots, should be con- 
sidered in computing the ree of merit. The organ’- 
zation should be allow to expend the whole 
amount of ammunition used so us to cover the 
amount fired by men who have been prevented from 
different causes from shooting the authorized num- 
ber of shots per man, and also to cover thé ammuni- 
tion shot.away by men who have fired the full al- 





lowance, but ceased to be members of the organiza- 
tion before the close of the target season. I know 
it to be the opinion of many that we have too much 
shooting at known distances and too little of skir- 
mish firing, and that the importance at which they 
now seem to be measured, should be reversed, and 
skirmish firing at unknown distances should be the 
leading and most important feature in target prac- 
tice. The views I have here expressed are held by 
many Officers, and while Captain Blunt has devoted 
a great deal of time, thought, and work to his book 
onrifie and carbine firing, his system of classifica- 
tion is, in the opinion of many, very faulty.

PROMOTION AFTER 15 YEARS’ SERVICE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE coming Congress will undoubtedly be the 
most important as dealing with military matters of 
any that has met for many years. At least it is so 
hoped. The principal legislation outside the regnlar 
a bills will be the method of relief from 
stagnation in promotion among the line officers of 
the Army. 

This matter has been so thoroughly discussed it is 
almost an entire waste of time and space to consider 
it further. One of your Ue yy recently 
discussing the ‘*Manderson”’ bill, leaves nothing 
more to be said. We ought, therefore, to cast about 
us and > forthe coming struggle what- 
ever work is already accowplished and available. 

The fifty years’ retirement project because of 
peomeee future injury to the retired list. is of very 

oubtful benefit and of very uncertain’ success, 
even if it had the unanimous support of the whole 
Army. We have all noticed the very pronounced 
opposition there is in Congress to a civil retired list.”’ 
he retirement of all officers at fifty years of age 
without regard to physical unfitness for active duty, 
will draw out all this opposition and probably make 
this measure the battle ground of that political idea. 
It is also equally, if not more, impossible to expect 
Congress to vote two or more captains toa company; 
it matters not how beneficial to the Service may 
have been the promotion of officers of the staff for 
ee of service. 
hile the ‘“*Manderson ” bill may and should be 
urged as necessary to the interest of the infantry 
arm of the Service, something more is needed for the 
benefit of the whole Army; something to provide 
against possible stagnation, which may occur at al- 
most any time in the future. Some measure of re- 
lief to officers which will enable them to meet the 
papactecees | wants of their families where promotion 
is unavoidably delayed; that will convey to all offi- 
cers as a principle the benefits (excepting the honors 
of actual rank) conferred by promotion of lieuten- 
ants of Engimeers and Ordnance after fourteen 
years’ service, and to lieutenants of the medical 
staff after five years’ service, and which 1s also re- 
cognized in the increased pay for length of service 
known as longevity allowance. 

This whole matter was carefully gone over and 
thoroughly discussed by the two preceding Con- 

ses and was embodied in what was known as the 
vis Bill, receiving both times the unanimous sup- 
port of the Committee. 
It provided “That wherever an officer shall have 
served for fifteen years in one grade he should bave 
the pay and allowances of the next higher grade.” 
The work on this measure is all completed and at 
hand, and will not take the Committee long to come 
to a conclusion. So much work already done should 
not be lost or thrown away, and the strength of the 
Army and valuable time wasted upon new measures 
of doubtful success. 














FAIR GROUNDS AT ST. PAUL. 


THE Press, in a report of the formal presentation, 
Sept. 14, of the Fair Grounds at St. Paul to the State 
Agricultural Society, says: “It was high noon when 
the magnificent Battery F, 4th U. S. Artillery, came 
on the fair ground and took a position in the open 
field and hastened to secure such points of vantage 
as they could to witness what they well knew would 
be the finest spectacle of the day. And it was a 
splendid sight, as the waving plumes played in ihe 
breeze and the proud steeds pawed the earth, while 
the soldier boys of the Regular Army sat on limber 
and caisson like statues awaiting the commands of 
their superior officers. As Capt. Smith leaned ‘or- 
ward and spoke to a bugler at his side a resounciig 
blast rung out upon the air, and guus were un!1n- 
bered in the twinkling of an eye. The gunners stood 
at. their sts awaiting the second call, which 
came, and in asecond or two the first piece was fired. 
It was the first gun of the governor’s salute, and 
then another, another and another followed in quick 
succession. The bugle sounded again and pieces 
were limbered, caissous passed to the front, and the 
whole array of men and guns and horses were off 
at a gallop for another part of the field. And what 
perfection of movement was there! Thousands 
gazed spell bound at a spectacle, the like of which 
they had never witnessed before. The firing of four 
pieces at the same instant of time provoked loud 
and hearty applause, and, by way of showing that 
it was nota ‘scratch,’ the feat was repeated again 
and again. And if there were present some who 
have been wont to cavil at maintuining a standing 
Army, they were forced to admit that the soldiers 
deve - = by such persistant drilling as was evi- 
denced by the evolutions yesterday, are men who 
wy Gepended upon when required to act. 
“There is a legend among the old artillerists of the 
Army that it was the fashion when Capt. Piper’s 
battery was stationed at Fort Snelling, a quarter of 
a century ago, or more, that there were some lively 
drills going on at that then frontier post; that the 
jolly and facetious Piper rather gloried im testing 
tae mettle of his men when the thermometer drop- 
so low that the bit of quicksilver disappeared 
rom view, and the soldiers enjoyed all the luxuries 
of frost-bictten ers and noses as they stood to their 
guns; and it seems not amerenatie that drill, persis- 
cent and unflagging, is still the order of the day at 
Snelling. Capt. F. G. Smith has certainly brought 
his command up to u high state of perfection.

REORGANIZATION OF NAVAL ADMINISTRA-

THE BUREAU SYSTEM IN NAVY-YARDS. 

To make more apparent the extravagance of the 
Bureau system in the Navy, it will be well to look 
somewhat in detail at the comparison between sume 
of the principal departments of the Navy-yard at 
Boston. :

This exposition of the Bureau system in the man- 
agement of navy-yard work is sufficient to show 
that in each yard there are some six bureaus which 
are complete navy-yards in themselves. It follows, 
that an appropriation for a navy-yard, is, in fact, an 
appropriation to maintain the organization of six 
within its walls, and each independent of the other. 

Now, it must not be forgotten that each of these 
sub-departments is, also, an organization in itself. 
For example, each store, in each department, is 
much more complete than many country stores are, 
and of vastly greater property and business. 

In these stores there is, generally, a storekeeper, 
rated as clerk or receiver; there are, more or less, 
“writers,” according to the pretensions of the de- 
partment store; and there are quite a sufficient 
number of store hands or store laborers—men who 
receive $3-per diem for their spevial services, and 
who are in reality clerks. 

Now, the same practices hold good, but to a larger 
extent, in the various shops détailed berein. Each 
shop must have its foreman—the foreman his writer 
his assistant, his leading man—and in all things it is 
a complete establishment in itself. The same num- 
ber of foremen, leading men, writers, special la- 
borers, and assistants can run oue large shop to do 
the work for all departments, as easily as for each 
of the six, smaller, separate, and independent shops. 
Herein is the great cost and extravagance of this 
monstrous system. 

Finally, there is another serious objection to the 
whole bureau system. There are eight distinct de- 
partments in the Navy-yards corresponding to the 
eight bureaus. The zeal, which is quite natural and 

ruisuworthy in all officers, is here stimulated to the 

ighest point, for officers in: charge of departments 
know that they are directly under the observation 
of the Chief of Bureau, whose official influence in 
the Navy Department it is mest desirable to have. 
Now, an officer may serve a bureau and its interests 
well, and at the same time he may dis-serve the 
general interests of the Government. Any business 
man can easily understand how often it happens or 
may happen, that expedients are employed to save 
a bureau’s allowance of appropriation at the ex- 
pense and cost of all the others. This has often oc- 
curred, and so long as the officer makes his mark as 
a good servant of the bureau, it matters little as to 
the rest. 

There is not an officer who has ever been attached 
to a Navy-yard who does not know with what re- 
luctance a cal] is made for the disposal by auction 
of certain Government property, which may be 
going rapidly to ruin or decay, on the exéraordinary 
grounds that the proceeds of such asale would not 
inure to the credit of his department, and that the 
trouble and expense of holding an auction would be 
extra service without due compensation. In this 
way property, to the amount of many thousands of 
doliars, is left to go to the ** waste heap,” rather than 
to the highest bidder at an auction, and the expense 
of the sale fall on the allowances of a department ; 
and the Navy Department, or the Government, is a 
loser of large sums of money. 

This is one of the many ways in which the bureaus 
and department systems are eating up the substance 
of the Navy. It is the old story of the zeal of a 
house eating itself up. 

The emulation existing between departments and 
bureaus, is many times pushed toa curious excess. 
It is greater than the rivairy between two companies 
or houses running a business in the same line. The 
public interest is lost sight of in the fervor of an in- 
terest in departments. It is not long since that the 
commandant of a yard was heard to object to the 
sale of some disabled teams, on the ground that that 
department would not get the benefit of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale. It was regarded as preferable, 
that this valuable Government property should 
further deteriorate, or even die on hand, than place 
the department he represented to the trouble and 
expense of their disposal. 

It need not be added_ that the evils of this system 
have at last penetrated our'ships-of-war. The ship- 
of-war is now parcelled out into the departments, 











and the same abuses, the same destruction of unity 
and discipline, results from its effects as elsewhere. 

It is no surprise that money is wasted—that our 
Navy-yards are consuming all the appropriations; 
and, that to maintain all these departments as they 
exist at present, there can be no money to build, to 
equip, and—most Tainentable of all—to keep and 
preserve our Navy-yards in orderand good condi- 
tion. In many yards the walls are falling down, 
the buildings are going into swift decay, the shi 
houses and timber sheds are rotting down and fal- 
ling to pieces, and there is no money to keep them 
in repair. 

There is not at any yard in the United States, 
except, perhaps, that in New York, suitable steam 
derricks, or cranes, or shears, or railways, and we 
are using ox-teams where other governments em- 
ploy steam for transportation, for lifting heavy 
weights of guns and boilers, and for the masting 
and dismasting of ships. Nearly all the purchases 
we now use in our Navy-yards are obsolete in other 
countries. 41.

In the article on the reorganization of the naval 
administration, contributed to your last number, it is 
stated that there is now employed at the Boston 
Navy-yard in the Department of Yards and Docks 
an inspector of paints at $4.50 per diem, hkewise a 
foreman of joiners, a foreman of machinists, and a 
foreman of masons, each foreman receiving wages 
at from $4.50 to $5.50 per diem, there being an insig- 
nificant force under each.

ard any persons employed as inspector of paints, 

oreman painter, fore;aan joiner, foreman machin- 
ist, or foreman mason. Furthermore, the highest 
pay received by any mechanic employed as painter, 
joiner, machinist, or mason in that department at 
that yard is $a day. 

It must be gratifying for your correspondent that 
these reforms advocated by him have been quietly 
effected by the present Chief of the Bureau, shortly

REBUILDING THE MOHICAN. 


Weare in receipt of acopy of the report of the 
Board of Investigation, convened at the Navy-yard, 
Mare Island, Cal., May 20, 1885, by virtue of a pre- 
cept from the Honorable Secretary of the Navy, to 
investigate the cost of the construction of the U.S. 8. 
Mohican, and organization of the Navy-yard, Mare 


Island. The members were: Captain John Irwin, 


president; Chief Engineer George F. Kutz, Com- 
manders Frederick Rodgers and Louis Kempff, and 
Assistant Naval Constructor Joseph Feaster, U.S. N. 
They find that the original Mohican was placed out 
of commission on June 25, 1872. The keel of the new 
Mohican was laid November, 1872, and the framing 
commenced January, 1874, $52,078.52 being meantime 
expended for labor and material. The work of re- 
building was carried on at irregular intervals and 
with varied force from September, 1872, up to the 
date of its completion, May, 1885, the total cost being 
$907,798.23, as follows: Construction, £3591,267.37; 
engineering. $243,940.56; equipment, $69,759.61; ord- 
nance, $2,830.69. 

The order by waich the present Mohican was com- 
menced, without any authority of law or any legal 
appropriation that the Board can discover, was sim- 
ply an order from the Chief of Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repair, I. Hanscom, to the Commandant of 
the Mare Island pore gee and this order directs 
the rebuilding of the Mohican, while the plans and 
specifications furnished from the Bureau at the same 
time designed a vessel of an entirely different char- 
acter. At the same time, and for more than ten 

ears subsequently, the old Mohican laid at the 

Navy-yard a mere hulk, and finally sank upon the 
mud fiats. After work upon the new vessel had 
commenced, the rig of the vessel was changed from 
that of a ship to a barque; one set of boilers, partly 
constructed. were practically condemned and a part 
used for other purposes, and an entirely new set 
constructed ; the propeller well was closed up; live 
oak fillings were used to replace the original white 
oak fillings; new deck frames were made in place of 
the original set, condemned on account of decay; 
and the keel was renewed once and partly renewed 
a secoud time. 

The Board are of opinion that as a new ship was 
under construction all the alterations were judicious 
and in the interest of the Government, and that the 
work on the Mohican was done in a workmanlike 
manner and satisfactorily, and that the material 
used was all of the very best quality. 

The extravagant cost in the Department of Con- 
struction and Repair is attributed to the following 
causes : 

1. The high price of labor, which, during the con- 
struction of tlhe Mohican, was, upon an average in 
the various trades, about 40 per cent. greater than 

aid to the same class of labor in the New York 

avy-yard, amounting to more than $140,000. 

2. The high price of material which entered into 
the construction of the vessel. 

3. To the alterations made in obedience to orders 
from proper authority. 

4. To the intermittent manner in which the work 
was conducted, the intervals of suspension being 
productive of decay. 

The Board is of the opinion that the fact that 
Naval Constructor Geo. W. Much, under whose ad- 
ministration the Mohican was almost ery built, 
was unable to estimate to within a reasonable mar- 
gin the amount needed for work in anticipation, is 
sufficient evidence that funds supplied were injudi- 
ciously expended by him. 

The cost of the engines, boilers, and appurten- 
ances now in the ship $231,032.03. ‘The Board is of 
the opinion that the substition of a new type after 
boiler after the original had proved defective was a 
wise measure, and will inure to the benefit of the 
Government. 

The records show that the Mohican was fitted for 
sea, and is now provided with the old standing rig- 
ging of the California (which is fifteen years old), 
after twice overhauling and repairing; and twenty 
old sails were repaired and fitted for her; the 
rest being new. In the expenditure under Bureau 
of Equipment and Recruiting a loss amounting to 
$12,541.58 has been involved by a useless expenditure 





for rigging and sails deteriorated from long storage ; 
and on rigging and sails prepared for the ship, but 
useless on acconnt of the change of rig to a barque. 

The Board calls attention to the fact that the Bu- 
reau of Equipment and ruiting was informed 
that much of the rigging was intended for the Mohi- 
can, viz: that of the California, was altogether too 
large for a vessel of the Mohican class. everthe- 
less the Chief of Bureau of Equipment and Recruit- 
ing, Commodore Ear] English, directed in a letter 
(see appendix Z 4) dated April 30, 1883, that the rig- 
ging referred to be used in fitting out the Mohican, 
notwithstanding the difference in size from that re- 
quired by the Bureau allowance of 1881. 

The Board is of the opinion that the excessiv: cost 
of the Mohican iv equipment was due to the vacil- 
luting action of the Department, which was caused 
hy the fact that there were no appropriations le- 
gitimately available for the construction of a new 
vessel not authorized by law. The Board is further 
of the opinion that it was unwise to fit a new shi 
with second hand wire rigging, known to be at leas 
fifteen years old, and originally intended fora much 
larger vessel. 

e Board, after deliberation, and having in view 
a more economic and efficient organization, respect- 
fully recommend the following organization: Trans- 
fer the yards and docks joiner shops to the Construc- 
tion Department, and the machine shop to the Steam 
Engineering Department. No expenditure for labor 
or material should be made in advance of necessit 
for the same, and when work is once commenced it 
should be pushed to completion to have reasonable 
results in a reasonable time. 1t 1s without question 
the most economical to employ continuously for a 
certain amount of work only the number of men 
actually required, instead of employing, as has been 
the custom, a larger number of men on half-time. 
It is therefore recommended that such a practice be 
discontinuei in all instances, It is a recom- 
mended that foremen m the different departments 
of the Navy-yard, after being duly appointed in ac- 
cordance with the Regulations, should understand 
tbat their positions are secured during a capable and 
faithful performance of duty; and this consists, to 
a great extent, in seeing that all subordinates per- 
form the work assigned to them, and that par. 6, p. 
159, Navy hy tye regarding the suggestion by 
foremen of the names of workmen to be peered 
or Coenen in any department, be annulled. It is 
beheved that a change of the Regulations to this ex- 
tent will be beneficial in this, that foremen will be 
understood to be entirely relieved from any respon- 
sibility in the employment or discharge of men, and 
consequently independent and unhampered in the 
handling of their subordinates. 

The Board is of the opinion that if foreman 
in Navy-yards, relieved as above of the re- 
sponsibility of reecommending the employment 
or discharge of meu, were more assured of their 
ny een than under the present system, they could 

e depended upon for a more energetic discharge of 
their duties, and the idling of men under them 
would be thereby prevented. To this end it is re- 
commended that candidates for the positionsof fore- 
men be appointed, after due examination in accord- 
ance with the regulations, acting foremen, and if, 
after three months’ probation, they be found finally 
qualified, to be appointed foremen by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy; to be liablefto discharge only on re- 
commendation of a board of officers appoimted by the 
Secretary of the Navy. The Board also recommends 
that foremen be paid by the month instead of by 
the day—their employment to be continuous. Un- 
der this system the Board is of the opinion that 
economy would be reached. 

A me me having a good plant, and being un- 
trammeled in the employment of skilled labor, and 
considering that the element of profit and the com- 
pensation of all officers is eliminated from the cost 
of its outlay, should compete successfully with pri- 
vate establishments. A Navy-yard should 
operated on purely business principles, and no more 
men should be employed than absolutely required 
to complete work authorized by the Departinent. 
Officers should be required to exercise personal 
supervision over all work in their departments, 
and should be held responsible for prompt, econom- 
ical and perfect execution. 





Assistant Naval Constructor J. Feaster dissents 
from the majority of the Board in its opinion “that 
the extrav: nt method pursued by the Bureau 
of Construction and Repair in reference to the work 
on the Mohican, especially prior to 1883, was mainly 
the cause of the excessive expenditure on the ves- 
sel up to that time.” 

On this point he is of the opinion that the Nav 
Department, rather than anv particular bureau is 
responsible for the carrying on of work not provided 
for by Congress. The causes, he says, which led to 
the apparent excessive cost of the Mohican should 
include, in addition to the drawbacks of $94.734.70, a 
reduction of at least $100,000 as the difference in cost 
of labor for an oqaee number of days’ work in an 
Eastern Navy-yard and Mare Island Navy-yard for 
the period during which the Mohican was being con- 
structed. The sum totalof nearly $195,000, deducted 
from the reported cost of the vessel in the Bureau 
of Construction and repair, reduces her cost to 
about $396,000, which compares favorably with the 
cost of similar vessels builtin Eastern Navy-yads,

* frailty thy name is woman ;” ‘women are not in 
their best fortunes strong; but want will perjure the 
ne’er touch’d vesial;’’ “for those that she 4 ortune 
makes , she scarce makes honest, and those tha 
she makes honest, she makes very ill-favored.”” Was 
that “unchaste, d ing termagant,’’ Anne Hatha- 
way. responsible for this. or has Mr. White misrep- 
resented the “divine Williams?’ Perhaps some of 
the admirers of Shakespeare among our readers can 
answer this. We are sorry to report further that 
the late Dr. Vinton, who was a graduate of the Mil- 
itary Academy as well as a clergyman, on the occa- 
sion when Mr. White uttered his treason—which was 
a Shakespeare birthday dinner | dns nearly twenty 
years ago at the Century Clu far forgot him- 
self as to declare that “no perfect woman was pre- 
sented to us in the Bible.” 


Speaking of Shakespeare recalls the discussion as 
to the trve orthography for his name, which is here 
given as written by the pos himself, in the signa- 
ture preserved in the British Museum; though,accord- 
aecs Mr. Hargrave Jennings, there are no less than 
thirty ways of spelling the name from which we can 
takeourchoice. Among these are Chacsper, Saxpere, 
and Saxspere; Schackspere, with a dozen variations 
on the last syllable, the first remaining the same: 
cnopeers. Shaxsper and Shaxper are also found. 
A nchman has contended that the original must 
have been Jacques Pierre, corrupted into Shakspeare 
by the poet’s ignorantancestors. Many of the forms 
given by Mr. Jennings are doubtless the result of a 
struggle with the alphabet as fatal as that of the

GERONIMO AND THE APACHES, 


A RECENT letter from Fort Apache says: “As I 
advised you some time ago, old Geronimo has re- 
turned to the reservation, and Sept. 21, had the bold- 
ness to come into the Chiricahua camp, about 300 
yards from Fort Apache. He remained in camp the 
aged part of the night, and on leaving took with 
im two women and as much war material as his 
ponies could . Itnow appears that Geronimo 
was not wounded in the fight in Mexico and that in 
the encounter with Lieut. Day’s party only one per- 
son was ed, a boy 7 years old, a relative of 
Goronimo. The matter of dealing with these Indians, 
whether hostile or ey is becoming a very seri- 
ous matter. The soos general in this section 
that some change should be made before events par- 
ticipate a condition of affairs that may result in the 
loss of many valuable lives. The officers in charge 
of the scouts are greatly discouraged. Lieutenant 
Davis, one of the best of this class of officers, is about 
to quit the Service, having accepted a civil appoint- 
ment in Mexico. While at Apache, Lieut. vis is 
reported to have said when at Bowie he advised Gen. 
Crook that Geronimo was going to Apache and vol- 
unteered to go out, intercept, and kill the old chief, 
if Gen. Crook would give him a detail of soldiers. 
Crookiwould nut assent to this proposal, but all 
that Geronimo was coming in tosurrender. When 
advised of the a of Geronimo at Apache. 
Crook forbade the employment of soldiers for the 
purpose of apprehending or killing him, and di- 
rected the officer in charge to place himself in com- 
munication with the hostile chief. You cannot im- 
e the state of feeling produced at the several 
military posts by this condition of affairs. Chihua- 
hua, with a ty of Indians, is said to be on bis way 
from New Mexico to the reservation, and Natchez 
and Nana are still in old Mexico.”

THE STATE TROOPS. 


THE DELAY IN PREPARING THE NEW YORK 
CAMP GROUND. 


THE camp ground of the National Guard at Peeks- 

kill, although probably the best site forits purpose 
in the country, has developed since its occupancy 
many features subject to improvement. While the 
ground wus leased by the State no money beyond 
what was absolutely required to make it habitable 
was expended on it. When purchased the approach- 
ing camp season prevented repairs and improve- 
ments on an extensive scale, but the authorities 
promised that work should begin immediately after 
the close of the camp. The plans included grading 
of the grounds, repair and proper protection of the 
roads, blasting away rocks in unsuitable places, 
filling in of ravines, improvement of drainage, in- 
creased water supply, and a general preparation of 
the territory for a transfer of the site of the tents, 
with a view of obtaining a larger parade ground. 
These measures are necessary, even if the Guard 
should continue to camp by regiments. The condi- 
tion of the cesspools, especially, has demonstrated 
the necessity of better arrangements for drainage. 
To properly accomplish the work required would 
take all the time from the ending of the last till the 
beginning of the next camp. Instead of pushing 
the work, however, nothing beyond the driving of a 
few wells has so far been accomplished. This inac- 
tivity in a matter which affects the most essential 
feature of camp instruction has become a matter of 
much surprise to all interested. The season is now 
so far advanced that very little outdoor work of the 
sort required can be accomplished before snow and 
ice make their appearance, and in the spring the 
same conditions which prevented work this year 
will again prevail. The alterations to be made in- 
clude much tearing up of old and making of new 
sod. The latter will not form in a few weeks, and 
yet a firm, solid turf is the most essential feature of 
a good parade ground. Troops cannot drill in mud, 
and besides a soft, spongy soil, which will form into 
mud puddles at every heavy rain, is not conducive 
to the health of troops encamped thereon. 
There are numerous other reasons which require 
prompt action in this matter, but space forbids us 
from mentioning them in detail. We only point to 
the fact that work at the camp ground, if any is in- 
tended at all, should at once be commenced in 
earnest, and that the present delay is condemned by 
the entire National Guard. In view of the fact that 
all of the departments have so far show much in- 
terest in the proper welfare ot the troops, their in- 
activity in che present matter seems inexplicable. 
We do not know who is to blame, but urge a speedy 
beginning of operations. 





INSPECTION OF THE NINTH NEW YORK. 


THE. inspection of the 9th Rogieent took place 
Tuesday evening, Oct. 6, at the 227d Regiment Ar- 
mory. Itis an anomaly of the worst description to 
bave one regiment inspected in the armory of an- 
other, but under the parsimonious system of New 
York with its soldiers there is at present no altern- 
ative. If the 9th were inspected in its own armory 
there would be every chance of the building com- 
ing down and burying everybody under its ruins. 
That soldiers thus without quarters should not ex- 
actly come up to the highest standard is quite the 
thing to be expected. 

. Aninspection in a room by gaslight is not very 
apt to reveal any particular excellent qualities or 
defects, and such was the case here. The regiment 
did not turn out very strong, but what there wus of 
it looked well in Siate Service dress, and a 
healthier and more able-bodied set of men has sel- 
dom been presented to an inspector. Of course, as 
to their discipline and instruction there was little 
room for judgment, and after our exhaustive report 
of their showing at the camp a few months ago very 
little indeed needs to be said. Coming to the parti- 
culars of the occasion, however, it is due to say that 
they were sharp on time, which is a great improve- 
ment in this regiment, which used to be pro- 
verbially late. The formation was _ prompt. 
Another improvement was the steadiness ex- 
hibited by the men during the review cere- 
monies. e did not see a hand move dur- 
ing the entire tedious time of “‘ carry arms,’’ while 
the inspecting party was walking along the ranks. 
The review was similar to all such ceremonies in 
limited space, the men marching well generally, 
but many officers handled their swords awkwardly 
in saluting. There were no other ceremonies, and 
as soon as the battalion had formed line the com- 
panies were wheeled into column for inspection. 
Gen. Briggs ‘“‘went through” them in his usual 
painstaking manner and found many little but 
very i yy~ defects not visible to the spectator 
who looks on from a distance. This, of course, was 
not to be expected otherwise, but generally speak- 
ing the regiment looked improved and acted de- 
cidedly more soldierly than they did at Peekskill 4 
few months ago. Their improvement in punctuality 
and steadiness certainly deserve commendation, and 
they are entitled to additional credit for their strict 
adherence to the State service dress and the ab- 
sence of all ornamentation not provided for in 
regulations. Captain Witthaus, the energetic I. R. 
P., had left his “rainbow” at homeand appeared 
without decoration beyond the State marksman’s 
badges. Taking the thing as a whole, therefore, the 
regiment looked better than on the last occasion, 
and we hope that the improvement, if real, will be 
continued. With its creditable record in the War as 





wellas inservicein N. Y. City, the regiment deserves 
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every success, but this depends entirely on its own 
efforts.

INSPECTOR GENERAL P. H. BriGas, accompanied 
by Col. T. H. McGrath and Capt. F. E.. Webb, an 
aide on Gen. Ward's staff, inspected the 22d Regi- 
ment at its armory on Wednesday evening, Oct, 7. 
The event brought out a large contingent of 
prominent National Guard officers, among whom 
we chiefly noticed Brigadier General W. G. Ward, 
with his adjutant general, Col. R. Olyphant, in uni- 
form, Cols. Geo. D. Scott and Lieut. Col. F. Schill- 
ing, of the 8th; Col. Jos. G. Story, Ordnance Dept.; 
Adjt. Johnston, of the 8th; Col. Seward, of the Sth; 
Capt. Murphy, of the 12th, and a host of others. The 
excellence of the exhibition well justified the close 
interest with which these gentlemen watched the 

roceedings. Asa citizen soldier organization the 
2d have reached a point of proficiency, but very 
seldom, if ever, attained by a body of men of this 
sort, and their soldierly bearing and discipline 
showed as conspicuously “under the gaslight’’ on 
this occasion as they did on the age turf at Peek- 
skill two months ago. Thesteady progress of the 
regiment is marvelous. It demonstrates what can 
be accomplished by the application of correct 
principles and judicious, but firm manage- 
ment, and that the establishment and main- 
tenance of a sound system of discipline among 
this class of men is not as chbimerical as 
is generally supposed, er the system is 
backed by ability and thorough practical know- 
ledge of the requirements of time and situation. 
Men soon recognize these qualities in their com- 
manders and the fact that the man at the head of 
the 22d possesses them and generally so manages as 
to secure for his subordinates and co-workers com- 
petent men for their situations, is the main spring 
of the success of the regiment. 

Adjutant Harding formed the regiment with his 
usual promptness exactly on time, and when he pre- 
sented the command, the line in its natty, soldierly 
fatigue dress presented a picture of steadiness and 
solidity gratifying to the military eye as well as re- 
assuring to the taxpayer, who could hardly fail to 
realize here that the money spent for the mainten- 
ance of State troops is not thrown away in this case. 
The regiment passed in review before inspection, 
but the ceremony so far as the march is concerned is 
hardly worth mentioning becuuse thére is no room 
for its proper execution. Everybody did his best, 
but the most essential element—space—was lacking 
ard the movements were therefore cramped and 
hurried. Companies with large fronts especially 
were hampered and the review might have been 
omitted with advantage in this as well as in other 
cases. These remarks are not intended to reflect dis- 
credit on the regiment, which could not have done 
differently under the circumstances. We shall like 
to see the 22d in a spacious armory like that of the 
7th. Theinspection itself showed the regiment mm 
better condition than ever before as to clothing, 
equipments, arms, discipline, instruction and gen- 
eral readiness for immediate service. The Inspector 
General showed good sense in not requiring any 
manceuvres beyond the review. Had he had done 
so he would have wasted time, because a regiment 
cannot show to advantagein a hall the dimensions 
of whichare barely sufficient to admit of satisfac- 
torily manceuvring a single one of its largest com- 
panies. Officers, non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates all exhibited a standard of instruction and 
knowledge of their duties far above the average, 
and of the drill and steadiness exhibited during the 
entire affair we can only speak in terms of warm 
commendation. The numerical turnout, as shown 
from the table at the end of this article was also 
ver yoy 4 Companies B, Capt. W. V. King, 
and G, Captain Freemur, as usual, stood foremost in 
point of attendance, and the latter almost equalled 
its marvellous performance at the camp, when it 
had for several days 103 men present. The regiment 
aay well be satisfied with its showing on this occa- 
ion.

CAMP OF THE NEBRASKA NATIONAL GUARD. 


THE recently organized National Guard of Ne- 
braska held their annual camp in September last, 
and a correspondent writes to us about it as follows: 

In 1880 we had ten independent companies of in- 
— | and one battery of artillery. Gov. Nance 
call the officers of these organizations together 
and the convention declared in favor of the National 
Guard system, and forinulated a military code 
which was adopted by the Legislature, and in the 
following June the Governor formally established 
the system proposed, and with it the National Guard 
of Nebraska. The Legislature appropriated $2,500 
per annum to carry the act into effest, and out of 
that amount the State has, in four years, uniformed 
about 500 men and paid the expenses of two envamp- 
ments for the entire command. At its last session 
the Legislature increased the appropriation to $5,000 
per annum, and the pay of the men was established 
at two dollars per day for all company drills and 
encampments—officers receiving the same pay as 
like grades in the Regular Army. 

On the 15th of September, 1885, the regiment and 
Battery A went into camp at Lincoln and a very 
successful camp was had, the weather being delight- 
ful and the grounds selected being very pleasantl 
located. The four days were very busy ones, Col. 
Colby, who is an earnest worker, having laid out a 
very full programme of duties which the men exe- 
cuted cheerfully, although they were hard-worked 
all thetime. The entire command was closely in- 
eee by the Inspector-General, assisted by Lievt. 
Dudley, of the 2d U.8. Artillery, for whose report 
we are now anxiously waiting, hoping at the same 
time that 1n view of this being our t attempt, that 
he will cover our shortcomings with the cloak of 
leniency. 

A host of things in that encampment might, how- 
ever, well be criticized sharply with profit to us in 
the future. I will note some of them. Ist. The regi- 
ment was enabled to have but one battalion drill, 
the rest of the time being taken up with competi- 
tive drills for prizes between the companies, and 
for the same reason there was no target practice, 
while instruction in field and outpost duties was not 
entered upon atall. The code only allows the men 
to be called out for four days, and we find the time 
entirely too short to accomplish much, let us work 
ever so faithful, and I am further of the opinion 
that all competitive drills should be held over till 
after the close of the regular camping time—the 
companies wishing to enter such contests to remain 
for that purpose at theirown expense. These drills 
are good enough in their place, but their place is not 
to absorb three-fourths of the time devoted to the 
camp. It is of far more importance to teach the 
men the practical duties of campaign life, so that if 
called upon, they might be put into the field as ser- 
viceable troops who fill their positions intelligently. 
With all our shortcomings, however, I can say that 
the discipline was good, there was no boisterous 
drunkenness, each company ran its own mess and 
had plenty to eat, the officers and men all seemed to 
enjoy it, and taken all in all it would be a hard mat- 
ter to have a pleasanter time, while every compan 
left the camp ground in a much more soldierly style 
than they entered it, and with the sincere desire 
that they may have another one just as profitable 
next year.

GRAND CANON OF THE COLORADO. 
SEPTEMBER 17, 1885. 


LEAVING the cars at 2 A. M., at Peach Springs Sta- 
tion, Atlantic and Pacific Rk. R.. passing the re- 
mainder of the vight at the hotel—one loug room, 
subdivided into smaller ones by calico walls, reach- 
ing half way to the top—the tourist, in a double- 
seated buckboard, behind two bronchos, goes 
“ kiting’ down Peach Springs Cafion, past “ Peach 
Springs,” a series of good springs 4 miles from the 
railroad, where a fine peach orchard of perhaps 30 
trees bearing good (western) ches, planted by a 
ranchman before the Hualapai Indians had this land 
set apart for their reservation ; down steep hills, over 
dyspepsia-curing rocks, past huge ocotilla cacti, and 
monster ones of the “ nigger-head’’ species, with 
gigantic dark, rocky masses of stone, many thou- 
sands of feet high and several miles long; he fin- 
ally, after a ride of 18 miles, reaches the ‘Grand 
Cafion Hotel,” two stories high, where the driver is 

roprietor, cook, guide, policeman and “ yarnist.” 
Fie charges $10 eac — for the round trip, meals 
75 cents eack, and s the same. Reasonable, as 
he has “spent thousands of dollars’’ in road mak- 
ing, hotel building, ete. 

Of course every y knows the cafion is about 400 
miles long, with walls, in places perpendicular, and 
in others (mostly the case), consisting of two or three 
hills, with “‘ terraces”’ between them, the hills them- 
selves slanting, varying in height from 1,000 to 6,200 
feet. The point near Peach Springs is not the 
grandest part, but it is as high as elsewhere. One 
mile below the hotel is the cafion with the Colorado 
River, said to be from 50 to 130 feet deep and 250 feet 
wide, flowing through. ay. holding on to rocks on 
the shore one can bathe in its swift, reddish waters.

to 2,700 feet. In places these walls overhang. A 
crystal stream, flowing from a vast spring 40 miles 
up, furnishes water for the hotel. This cafion is at 
one place 14 feet wide, at others about 200 feet. 
There is a fine shower bath, 10 feet fall, two miles 
from the hotel. Although the “gloomy grandeur” 
is overawing, still no cafions were seen where “stars 
at midday are plainly visible.’”’ The liftle, cool, 
clear stream was to us, Arizonians, one of the sights 
of the place, and Blank seemed “ awfully” delighted 
with an impromptu bath-tub made by damming up 
the creek, until the bottom, with its thousands of 
small pebbles, was as fine a couch as the ocean couch 
of Venus Amphitrite. 

We met an old Army scout, so he said, of Canby 
and Custer. Said once 22 Indians surrounded him; 
he burrowed in the sand; had a repeating rifle aud a 
six shooter; killed 13 ponies with the rifle, and then, 
after each pony fell, be killed the fleeing rider, who, 
circling around, rode on the opposite side of the 
horse; said the other nine went off, as they had lost 
no “ prairie dog”’ (as he was dubbed by them) that 
day; said he had the pistol with him them. No one 
questioned his veracity. He also said he was cut 
and stabbed (showed us the wound), while playing a 
game of poker; said he never played again with the 
gentleman; in fact, that the gentleman never played 
again with any one. Hedid not give any reason, 
but was very positive in his assertion. 

I and the driver, or to be more accurate, if not 
more grammatical, the driver and I, killed a rattle- 
snake in the cafiou, which gave our loquacious friend 
cause to remark that a huge one was killed the other 
day, 9 feet long, with 23 rattles, and that it was now 
at Kingman. As we passed there at 44. Mm. I told 
him I was going to get off the cars to see it. He said 
it was in a saloon which was closed at that hour. So 
another chance in a life-time was missed. 

Many tracks of the Rocky Mountain sheep (or Big- 
horn of Mayne Reid) were seen in the cafion, where 
they came to drink. A few deer are around. A 
“still hunter” on theday we were in the cafion 
killed two, at one shot, at Peach Springs. The 
country abounds in jack rabbits, quail, and snakes, 
with here and there a wolf and its congener, a wild- 
cat. The _ said there were not fifteen acres of 
arable land in the whole Malapai Mountam, with an 
average width of 25 miles, and, following the Colo- 
rado, alength ot 125 miles. A sub-tribe had u few 
acres cultivated in Diamond Cafion, the walls, thou- 
sands of feet high, being most effective fences, but 
an overflow wasned gravel over it. 

In another cafion, 70 miles north, the An-Supies 
cultivate, now, afew acresin their secure retreat. 
The Grand Cafion is 4,000 feet lower than Peach 
Springs. The latter is cool in summer—the former 
hut as Yuma. In winter snow is frequent at the lat- 
ter, whereas frost has never been seen at the former. 
Although the height of these cafion walis has been 
 neapery os A measured, one can hardly believe that 
they are half as high as they really are. R. B. W.

WiTH regard to population France stands alone 
amougst the nations in showing no increase in num- 
bers during the period between 1861 and 1871, her 
total being for 1861, 37,446,313, and 1871, 36,102,921. 

Ix an address at Simla, the Commander-in-Chief 
of the British Army im India, said with reference to 
the work of the Soldiers’ Total Abstinence Associ- 
ation of India: ‘In 1873 the total number of ab- 
stainers was 4,443, but the latest report shows more 
than 12,000, or a littl: more than a quarter of the 
British Army are abstainers, because we are about 
5,000 short of the total number of men.” 

Tue Fremdenblatt states that Capt. Baron Potier 
has been tried by the Supreme Military Tribunal for 
disregarding the rules of the service by disclosing 
secret military measures, and has been sentenced to 
one year’s hard labor, and deprivation of his rank 
of officer in the Austrian Army. 


in consequence of the disclosures of the defects in 
the cartridges used with the Martini-Henry rifle in 
the Soudan, it is decided that the complicated wrap- 
ping of thin sheet brass is to be used no longer, and 
that drawn brass tubes, similar to those adopted by 
other countries, are to be substituted. For the pur- 
pose of experiment, some thousands of cartridges of 
a special character have been manufactured, having 
a thick solid-drawn brass shell, calculated in every 
way to withstand the rough usage of the field. The 
first issue of the new cartridge was made to several se- 
lected cavalry regimeuts to be carried in bandoliers, 
the primary object being to ascertain whether the 
bullets are liable to be loosened under the conditions 
peculiar to the mounted arms of the service. 


It was generally supposed that the barbette sys- 
tem of mounting ordnance in Her Majesty’s ships 
was preferred by their lordships’ advisers to the 
turret system. This does not, however, seem to be 
the case, as the new ironclad of 12,000 tons which 1s 
about to be laid down at Portsmouth will carry her 
four 66-ton guns in two revolving turrets. When 
completed this will be the largest ironclad in the 
Royal Navy, the displacement of the Inficrible being 
11,880 tons. 

THE repeated efforts made by the Irish represen- 
tatives in the House of Commons to secure for Irish 
shipbuilders a share of government contracts for 
warships, have at last been successful, and an order 
for two gunboats has been entrusted t» Messrs. Har- 
land and Wolff, of Belfast. This is the second occa- 
sion in eighteen years of a ship of war being built 
ae contract for the Royal Navy by an Irish ship- 

uilder. 


A TRIAL was recently concluded at Woolwich of a 
new.muzzle-loading steel rifled Elswick, 6 in. 100- 
pounder gun, weighing five tous. The breech closing 
mechapisin is different from the Woolwich gun, hav- 
ing a double interrupted screw instead of a single 
one. On the gun being fired a second time, the 
vent piece, which carries the primer or tube and 
firing apparatus, blew out, and was projected a dis- 
tance of 200 yards. It was recovered unimpaired, 
aud seven more rounds were fired from the gun.
